Mr. Bryan let it be known that he 
j expected no reply for a day or two. 
The fact that Envoy Lind had estab-

of 
President Wilson’s personal represen­ 
tative, leads officials here to take a 
more hopeful view of the situation. 
Representatives of the constitution­ 
alists here are watching developments 
with keenest interest.

OF C ITY IN OREGON 
Klamath Falls. 
Ore.,

Frogs, big and little, gobble-eyed old 
bullfrogs and slender, striped little 
acrobats who 
were 
tadpoles 
last 
spring, invaded this city 
by 
thou­ 
sands, hopping solemnly and earnest­ 
ly through the streets on their way 
from Lake Ewauna to Upper Kla­ 
math lake.

Oklahoma City, Aug. 18—The ini­ 
tiative petition filed by Senator Camp­ 
bell Russell proposing to amend the 
Constitutional oath died 
by limita­ 
tion of law yesterday and 
similar 
fate today overtook another petition 
filed by the Senator proposing to el­ 
iminate the “joker" vote. One peti­ 
tion was filed with the Secretary of 
State on May 16 and the other on 
May 17. The new oath would have 
compelled state officials or 
others 
subscribing to its terms, to aver, in 
addition the 
present 
requirements, 
that they had not for twelve months 
previously been under the influence 
of liquor or indulged 
in gambling. 
The amendment was proposed before 
the legislature by Senator Russell, 
and being defeated, he converted it 
into an initiative petition. 
The other petition contemplating an 
amendment to the Constitution that 
would have eliminated the silent vote 
on all State questions submitted to 
vote of the people. As it is, a ques­ 
tion must receive a majority of all 
the votes cast in the election, and 
an elector not expressing himself on 
a question, but participating in the 
election, is counted in the negative. 
Senator Rusell’s amendment 
would 
have established the rule that is now 
observed for referendums and a ques­ 
tion would have been adopted when 
approved by a majority of those voting 
theron without regard to the number 
of people who participated

Public Health Dipartmeit 


Conducted by Dr. J. C. Mahr 
State Commissioner of Health 


A number of inquiries have been 
received lately by the State Commis­ 
sioner of Health, relative to unclean 
slaughter houses. Believing that the 
answer to this question would he of 
interest to the people as a whole, I 
will quote Section 2524 of Chapter 23, 
Art. XXIII, of the Revised Laws of 
Oklahoma 1910: 
“If any owner or occupier of any 
slaughter house or 
any 
premises 
where hogs, beeves or other 
are slaughtered, 
shall 
permit the 
same to remain unclean to the an­ 
noyance of the citizens of this State, 
or any of them, every person so of­ 
fending shall he fined upon conviction 
for every such offense in any sum not 
less than five nor more than twenty- 
five dollars, and if such nuisance he 
not removed within five days there­ 
after, it shall be deemed a second 
offense against the provisions of this 
section.”

Every licensed physician 
in 
the 
State of Oklahoma is to all intents 
and purposes a local health officer. 
Section 6797, Chapter 67, Article I 
of the Revised Laws of Oklahoma, is 
in part as follows: 
“ * • * Whenever a physician in a 
city of the first class discovers a case 
of contagious or infectious disease, 
he shall have the power, and it is 
hereby made his duty, to place into 
effect a temporary quarantine under 
such rules and regulation 
as 
pre­ 
scribed by the State Board of Health, 
and until the proper authorities can 
order a quarantine, and the penalties 
herein provided for the violation of 
a quarantine shall be in force against 
the violation of quaitantine orders 
made by such physician." 
An additional remedy is found in 
Section 2529, Chapter 23, 
Article 
VXIII, as follows: 
“Any person who, having been law­ 
fully ordered by any health officer 
to be detained in quarantine, and not 
having been discharged, leaves 
the 
quarantine grounds or wilfully vio­ 
lates any quaratlne law or regulation, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor." 
If there is a contagious or infect­ 
ious disease prevailing In your neigh­ 
borhood or county, and the parties 
who are in quarantine are not observ­ 
ing quarantine orders, call the atten­ 
tion of the City or County Health of­ 
ficer or the City or County attorney 
to these sections and secure relief 
from these exposures.

Thursday at midnight, when it be­ 
came open season for the killing of 
snipe, plover, curlew, doves and oth­ 
er shore birds. The season as to this 
class of game closes May I and the 
bag limit for each is twenty-five per 
day or 150 per season. The* season 
for killing prairie 
chickens 
opens 
Sept. I and closes Nov. I. The Har- 
ris-Day code changes the bag limit 
on chickens from fifteen to six per 
day, in view of the growing scarcity 
of this fowl on the prairies. The open 
season began Aug. lo on the follow­ 
ing other game: Geese, bag limit ten 
in one day; swan, one in a season; 
ducks, twenty-five in one day, 150 in 
a season. The season on all of these 
closes May I.

reads: “It shall be unlawful to hunt 
or pursue game or use firearms so 
near any church, schoolhouse or oth­ 
er public place where people are as­ 
sembled as to disturb such assembly 
and any person violating the provis­ 
ions of this section shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor.*’ 
The foregoing section was inserted, 
the Codemakers say, to

plaints regarding 
Sunday 
shooting 
under certain conditions. 
Sec. 3274 
reads: “It shall be unlawful to hunt 
quails of any kind on the first day 
of the week, commonly called Sun­ 
day, and for any violation of this sec­ 
tion the person so offending shall be 
punished as for Sabbath breaking.”

The new license law’ becomes effec­
